WILL ELIMINATE SHORTAGES 



Surety Companies Would - Then Audit 

Books Quarterly For Their Own. Pro* 

tection Against Loss. 



The County' Board of Supervisors Ib 
at its present session engaged. in a most 
commendable effort to do away with 
the conditions which made the recent 
reported shortage a possibility. 

Supervisor Edward CorVrad has pro- 
posed what it is now regarded as a 
winning plan. It was introduced be- 
fore the board as a resolution, the sub- 
stance being as follows: 

That the county officers be bonded in 
surety companies, bonds to bo paid for 
by the county, which even then would 
have money left on Interest on pub- 
lic money, which the county officers 
formerly got, instead of supplying the 
tremendous personal bond necessary. 

This would mean juregular quarterly 
audit of the books Vjgthe officers of the 
surety company. 

That the county itself should provide 
for an annual audit of the books through 
.out 

That the public monies be deposited 
in every case hereafter in the name of 
Lake Couuty, with the name of .the 
officer as agent, so that the county and 
not the officer, will reap the interest. 

After Supervisor Conrad introduced 
the motion; it was seconded by Super- 
visor Demorest 

Definite' action in the matter was 
postponed, for a short time as the board 
wished to consult with the State's At- 
torney, as to the legality of the pro- 
posed steps to protect the public treas- 
ury. 

This scheme seems to meet with the 
general approval of -the public, which 
at the present time 1s strong in its feel- 
ing that some measure should be adopt- 
ed that would prove a safeguard to the 
public funds, and besides it is argued 
this, measure would do away with the 
old plan of each newly elected officer 
having. to ask individuals to place them 
selves in aposition where they can be 
forced to make good any shortago that 
might occur, but would place all such 
matters in the hands of a company that 
make such things a business and receive 
a remuneration for the risks which they 
incur. 

The sole opponent on the board was 
Henry C. Edwards who took the. stand 
that by the rules the day had passed to 
reconsider the bond matter, and that 
the bonds of the new officers had al 
ready been accepted.

COUNTY CLERlF'S OFFICE 

The records and reports of earnings 
and expenses submitted by the County 
Clerk to the Suparvisors were found to 
be correct and the balance due from 
the County Clerk on June 4, 1910, the 
last date to which his accounts have 
been made up, amounted to $14,020.87. 
We were unable to verify the existence 
of this balance. Mr. Hendee, the 
County Clerk, stated that it was carried 
in his private . bank account He has 
today, namely December 8, 19.10, paid 
over to the County Treasurer this bal- 
ance of $14,020.87. It is understood of 
course, that from June 4, 1910, to the 
date of his retirement from office, 
December 5, "1910, an accounting will 
require to be made of the net receipts 
of his office for that period. 

CIRCUIT CLERK AND COUNTY RECORDER 

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

SHERIFF'S OFFICE 

The books and records of these offices 
were carefully examined by us and the 
reports made by the officers to the 
Supervisors were found to be correct 
and detailed accounts will be submitted 
for each office in the final report. 

In conclusion we direct your atten- 
tion to the following matters: 

1. At no time during the period under 
examination has the county received 
any interest" fronr the banks where 
their funds were deposited. During 
the last year we wote that the county 
borrowed a large sum, bearing 6 per 
cent interest. If this shortage had 
not existed and surplus funds had at 
once been paid over to the County Treas- 
urer, this sum would have been mater 
ially reduced and ' the interest saved. 
The amount of shortage as stated.. ex- 
cludes interest entirely. We suggest 
that all these quest ons bearing on in- 
terest be referred for legal opinion. 

2. The practice of using the County 
funds as private property and placing 
them in a private bank account should 
not, in '• our opinion, be permitted. 
The county funds should be deposited 
in a bank account which will be open 
to inspection at any time. 

3. The present examination does 
not carry the audit down to the date of 
the retiring of the preBent officers and 
we reccommend that this should be 
done forewith. 

4. The necessity of installing proper 
sets of records in the various offices 
which will enable a proper check to 
be kept on each of the officers, so 
that responsibility can be placed 
where it.resta and the funds properly 
supervised and administered. •

The personal damage suit case of 
Ted Collier vs the town of Salem was 
again brought into the limelight last 
week when Judge Belden of Kenosha, 
rendered his decision; reversing the for- 
mer "verdict, this time making it in 
favor' of the defendent 

As will be remembered the beginning 
of the matter was when the auto in 
which Harvey J. Gibson, Ted Collier 
and Mrs. Gardner all of Kenosha were 
riding, turned turtle on the Salem road 
near Liberty Corners, just north of 
Antioch on the night of October 7, 1909, 
with the result that Gibson lost his life 
and Collier* sustained serious injuries 

The injured man at once began legal 
proceedings and a suit was entered 
against the town of Salem for the sum 
of $5,000 for personal injury the grounds 
being, insufficient width of road mak- 
ing it dangerous for two vehicles to 
pass in safety, want of repair, presence 
in great confusion of obnoxious weeds 
that obscured the roadway and the 
clangorous piking of the road. 

The case has been one of the most 
prominent that has been tried in Keno- 
sha County in a number of years and 
the close connection of nearby neigh- 
bors with the case has made it one of 
especial interest to the residents of 
Antioch and vicinity. The case was 
brought to trial at the 'October 1910 
term of court and the jury returned a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, for the 
sum of $1400. 

Argument for a new trial was made 
before Judge Belden , by Attorney Bak- 
er who represented the defendent, and 
the same was granted, with the result 
that the Judge last Saturday morn- 
ing set aside the former verdict and 
rendered one in favor of the town. 

The Judge held that the situation dis- 
closed by. the evidence, made it a duty 
of the court to hold, as a matter of .law 
that the plaintiff unnecessarily proceed • 
ed into a situation obvious to one in the 
exercise of due care, that he is charg- 
able with want of ordinary care proxi- 
mately contributing to produce his in 
juries, and tha t the finding of the jury 
to the contrary coii Id not be supported.

STRUCK BY 

ELECTRIC CAR 

James Odell, 416, Sheridan Road 
was struck by a Chicago & Milwaukee 
electric car at the tenth Btreet statjon 
at about six o'clock Sunday morning 
and sustained injuries that may cost 
him his- life. 

Mr. Odell who ib employed as night 
watchman at the wire mills, was re- 
turning to his home from work, and al- 
though he seldom rode home, he decid- 
ed owing to the cold, to take the car. 

The cars are running on one track at 
that place, as yet, owing to the paving 
on v Marion street, and Mr. Odell, sup- 
posing that he would have to cross the 
tracks, stepped squarely in front of the 
north bound car. 

The car struck him in the side and he 
was hurled to the side of the track 
and when he was picked up by the 
members of the car crew he was in a 
serious condition. He was taken at once 
to the hospital and the company's pKysi 
cian was summoned. 

Upon examination he was found to 
be suffering from a severe scalp wound 
although his skull was not fractured, 
and besides that he was severely cut on 
one side, the cuts being caused by a 
coffee bottle which he carried in his 
pocket Three fingers of his left hand 
were also cut off. 

And he is now in a most serious con- 
dition owing to the shock as well as his 
injuries and there is small hope for his 
recovery. 

Mr. Odell had been employed as 
night watchman at the mills for a num- 
ber of years. He was a married man 
and leaves a wife and two children. 



The famous Gallagher-Doyle case 
in which John' Gallagher was charged 
with the shooting of Miss Lore tta Doy la 
of Wadsworth, was brought to close 
on Wednesday of this week when the 
second trial was held. ? 

Gallagher as will be remembered was 
charged with having shot Miss Lore tta 
Doyle, on a lonely road near Wadsworth 
last June. At this trial, in the circuit 
court, he pled guilty to the charge of 
"assault with a deadly- weapon, with in- 
tent to do great bodily harm,", and was 
sentenced to ninety days, in the county 
jail and must pay the costs of both 
trials. 

The story of the case as developed 
from the first trial earlier in the term 
was af follows: Gallagher had been 
keeping company with Miss Doyle for a 
long time, but upon ; his proposal of 
marriage she refuse^ to' have anything. 
more to do with him. ^Gallagher, it is, 
alleged, went to her and asked her to 
go to one more dance with him, the' 
dance to be held in Wada worth. 

Miss Doyle refused to go with' hint 
and Gallagher is said to have made a 
threat, that she would repent her act- 
ions. • Miss Doyle went to the dance 
in company with another young man 
and Gallagher was there. Just before 
the last dance, of the evening Gallagher 
left the hall and started home alone. 

The others went by the same road and 
as they were in a carriage they soon 
overtook Gallagher who was walking, 
and it alleged that he then stepped into 
the center of the road and fired several 
shots at the buggy. 

One of the bulletts struck Miss Doyla 
in the hip. He was arrested and his 
trial was held at * the October term of 
court The jury in the case returned 
without having arrived at a verdict, 
and the case was held over until this 
term. 

Gallagher has now entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge and was sentenced 
to nineiy days in the county jail. It is 
said that he had on several occasions 
made an attempt to settle the matter 
out of* court, with the father of tha 
girl, but that he was on each occasion 
repulsed. He will begin his centenca 
immediately.

Boston. — The body of Mra. Mary 
Baker Glover Eddy was placed in the 
receiving vault at Mount Auburn 
cemetery Thursday after services at- 
tended by 120 persons, including her 
family, relatives, members of. her 
households, officials of. the Christian 
Science church and publishing house 
and her personal students residing in 
Boston and vicinity. 

Funeral services at the Chestnut 
Hill home were simple and were con- 
ducted with quiet dignity.' Long be- 
fore the time for the services to be- 
gin the holders of cards of admission 
began to arrive. Judge Clifford P. 
Smith, .first reader, of the mother 
church, conducted the services. 

A groat hall divides the house. At 
the left are two parlors and in the 
rear parlor In the bay window was 
the coffin of massive bronze, contain- 
ing the body of Mrs. Eddy. Upon the 
coffin; which was closed, Mrs. Eddy's 
son and her grandchildren and her 
adopted son having seen the well- 
known face, was a bunch of plnlc roses 
from the members of the household. 
This was the only floral offering to be 
seen. In the rear of the hall Judge 
Smith was stationed. Those Invited 
to the services were in the hall, the 
front parlor and the library, to the 
right of the entrance. Grouped on 
the second floor at tho head of a wide 
Btaircase were Mrs. Eddy's family, her 
other relatives and members of her 
household. The furniture had been 
removed from the room where tho cof- 
fin sat. The old rose draperies harmo- 
nized with tho wall decorations, and 
the soft light of day illuminated the 
surroundings. 

Judge Smith began the services by 
the reading of a lesson sermon cor- 
relative passages from "Science and 
Health, With Key to the Scriptures." 
The poem by Mrs. Eddy, "Mother's 
Evening Prayer," was read by Mrs. 
Carol Hoyt Powors, second reader of 
the mother church. 

This concluded the services and the 
coffin was then carried out of the door 
to the porte cochere, where tho hearso 
was .in waiting and tho journey to 
Mount Auburn cemetery was begun.

U. S. CENSUS IS 91,972,266 

Including Dependencies and Terri- 
tories Count Is 101,000,000 — 
Showing Big Gain. 

Washington. — The Inhabitants of 
the United States number 93,402,151, 
according to tne figures announced by 
the census bureau Saturday. This 
number Includes all of the states, ter- 
ritories, District of Columbia, Alaska, 
•Hawaii and Porto Rico and is ex- 
clusive of the Philippine IslandB. The 
Increase in the population of the na- 
tion during the last decade was 16,- 
145,521, or 20.9 per cent. In 1890 the 
population was 62.979,766. 

In the continental United States the 
population is 91,972,266, an increase 
of 1-5,977,691, or 21 per cent, over 
75,994,575 in 1900. 

The stars and stripes , float over 
101,100,000 souls in the United States 
and insular possessions. This includes 
7,635,426 in tho Philippine Islands as 
enumerated to the census of 1903 and 
the estimates of the population in the 
Island of Guam, the American pos- 
sessions In Samoa and persons In the 
Panama canal zone. ; - 



Constantinople,— More than 100 
Christian inhabitants of the town of 
Kerak, In the Turkish vilayet of Syria, 
together with the Turkish garrison at 
that place, were massacred by • Bed- 
ouins, in revenge for the execution 
of one of their chiefs, according to a 
dispatoh from Jerusalem, Friday. 

The Bedouins, the dispatch adds, 
hold the fortress, In the vicinity of 
which there has been desultory fight- 
ing between the tribesmen and the 
government troops for the last yoaij 
and a half. \ 

Kerak, formerly the capital of 
Moab, has a population of 8,000, of 
whom 6,000 are Moslems. The town 
Is the last on the road from Damas- 
cus to Mecca, where Christians may 
reside. It stands on the mountains 
of Moab and may be seen from Jeru- 
salem, 50 miles away. 

There are no American mission- 
aries thero, the only missionary sta- 
tion being lhat of the British Church. 
Missionary Society for Africa and the 
East This is a branch of the organ- 
ization at Es Salt, and Ib composed of 
one missionary, his wife and one na- 
tive worker. 

Frequent atrocities and massacres 
against Christians In Asiatic Turkey 
have occurred within the past year, 
the most serious of which was in 
April, 1910, when 5,000 were slain 
near Alexandretta. Two Christian vil- 
lages on the Palas coast were burned 
and hundreds of persons murdered. 

The United States sent warships to 
Turkish waters to protect American 
missionaries.

Then a 
white flag appeared, and it waB be- 
lieved that the rebels were ready to 
surrender, but they aBked only for an 
armistice, probably for the purpose 
of removing the dead and Injured. 

Two land batteries and two loyal 
warships took part In the bombard- 
ment, and the artillery duel continued 
with great violence for many hours. 

Tho detonations of tho big guns- 
caused the whole city to tremble. 

The ilsland proved a good target for 
the batteries and replied with a vig- 
orous lire, omploying considerable 
shrapnel. 

Many persons were killed nlong the 
shore and In adjoining streets.. 

The fight against the Rio Grande 
do 8ul lasted three hours, and among 
the killed was one officer. Small 
bands of rebels climbed into launches 
and drew near tho front of the Palaclo 
Cattete, but they woro forced to re- 
tire. 

The government notified the leaders 
of the rising that the island would be 
taken by assault If they did not sur- 
render. In tho meantime President 
Fonseca sent a message on the situ- 
ation to the senate, together, with his 
views. 



State Department Decides That Treaty 

Must Be Interpreted Literally 

Until It Is Abrogated. 

Washington.— The state department 
Friday decided that Italy is entitled 
to the extradition of Porter Charlton, 
which was demanded on a charge of 
murder and who confessed to the 
murder of his wife near Lake Como, 
Italy. 

It Is held by the department that 
tho treaty under which Italy made the 
demand must be interpreted literally 
until It shall have been abrogated. 

The department holds that treaties 
are not reciprocal, which moans that 
a treaty may be binding, even though 
one. nation has the advantage over 
tho other In some of its details. Such 
a treaty Is undoubtedly the one now 
•in force between Italy and the United 
States, but tho department frankly 
says that it will abide by the conven- 
tion as a principle of national faith. 
Tho decision of the department does 
not mean that Charlton will imme-. 
diately have to go to Italy and stand 
trial. Tho matter may be carried to 
.'the courts' where tho prisoner's sanity 
will bo determined. In such event 
Charlton would be held here for al- 
most two years.

Washington.— The subcommittee of 
the senate which, has been investiga- 
ting the chargos of bribery In connec- 
tion with the election of Senator 
William Lorlmer of Illinois, Monday 
decided unanimously that the testi- 
mony does not prove "any of the 
charges made. , ' . " 

Tho commltteo took up tho. evi- 
dence in its entirety at an executive 1 
session.' It canvassed the testimony/ 
weighed the evidence and the argu- 
ments and took 'Into consideration all 
of the facts that have been advanced 
in connection with the charges con- 
cerning Lorlmer's election and decid- 
ed there had been shown no. founda- 
tion for the charges that bribery had 
entered into the case in connection 
With Mr. Lorlmer's election. 

The motion finally was offeiod to 
report to ,tl;o full committee of the 
senate that the charges had not been 
proved. On this motion there was no 
dissenting vote In tho subcommittee. 
Following this action the subcommit- 
tee's report will be prepared for tho 
full commltteo at once, and the re- 
port -will be sent to tho senate within 
a short time. 

The charge that Senator Lorlmer 
had purchased lifs seat in the United 
States senate was first made publicly 
when , the confession of Charles A. 
White, a member of the Illinois legis- 
lature from O'Fallon, was published 
on April 30, 1010> Tho names of Rob- 
ert E. Wilson, Lee O'Neil Browne, H. 
J. C. Beckemeyer and Michael Link 
were mentioned as, having been in- 
volved in the ,purchasc of the sena- 
torial toga. White confessed that ho 
had boon paid $1,000 for his Lorlmer 
vote by Lee O'Neil Browne, the mi- 
nority leader in Springfield. White 
himself was a Democrat, and Sena- 
tor Lorlmer had boen elected by a 
combination of Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

Immediately after the publication 
of tho story all tho legislators in- 
volved were summoned to, the state's 
attorney's office in Chicago. Under 
a grilling examination lasting several 
days and under the threats of prosecu- 
tion on perjury charges, confessions 
of the truth of White's charges, were 
gotten from Link and Beckeraoyer. An 
Indictment was roturned at onco in 
Cook county chaining Lee O'Neil 
Browne with bribery, and another In- 
dictment was returned In Sangamon 
county carrying a similar charge 
against State Senator John Broderick. 
Robert E. Wilson was also indicted 
for bribery and Joseph Clark of 5 Van- 
dalla.was Indicted on a chargo of per- 
jury, ho having denied receiving any 
portion of the money alleged to have 
been paid him for tho' Lorimer vote. 
Tho indictments against Broderick, 
Wilson and Clark are still pending 
In Cook and Sangamon counties. 

Lee O'Neil Browne was tried twice 
in tho criminal court of Cook county. 
Tho first time tho jury disngroed and 
tho second jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty.

Poland-China Sow and Litter of Pigs. 



(By .TV. H. UNDErtWQOD.) 

In raising pigs -there are several 
things, very essential, which are diffi- 
cult to secure In the right deiyeo In 
tho winter time, and which somotlmos 
make tho winter litter rather costly. 

Hogs are great' lovers of warmth 
and they must have It" for their eco- 
nomical growth. This haB been fully 
demonstrated by the experiment sta- 
tions in the. different fattening trials. 
Tho cost of tho grain Mn several In- 
stances was almost double with put- 
side feeding as compared with a warm 
Bheltor,, all other things being as near- 
ly equal as was possible. 

Warmth is oven more of n neces- 
sity to the suckling 'pig, and. to ob- 
tain that warmth and give tho little 
fellow sufficient, amount of exercise 
is where tho difficulty comes In. 

It is an easy matter to make the 
bed warm enough, but as soon as the 
pig leaves the nest for exercise out in 
the open, it becomes chilly and soon 
returns to tho warm bed. Not taking 
exercise sufficient to keep it from bo- 
coming too fat, thumps follow and 
death ensues. An abundance of exer- 
cise is necessary to avoid the thumps 
In young pigs when they are. getting 
all tho milk and other foods they can 
eat. 

In raising winter pigs there are 
six really very Important things to be 
taken into consideration: Warmth, 
exercise, good feed, ventilated quar- 
ters, sunshine and goodblood. 

In order to have these a warm and 
quite roomy building, which will make 
ventilation easier and allow the pigs 
to ploy without going out in the open 
1b necessary. When the weather Ib

CHEAP MILK REFRIGERATOR 



Wooden Box and a Tin Pall the 
Essentials for a Serviceable 
Ice Box. 



■ If milk Is not kept cold It is a dan- 
gerous food* for babies, for every min- 
ute that it is much above tho tem- 
perature of Ice tho gerniB of disease 
Increase in it at an alarming rate. 
Very many babies die of summer com- 
plaint merely because their milk has 
been allowed to stand for hours In a 
warm room. 

Many are unable to buy enough Ico 
in summer to preserve milk In ordi- 
nary refrigerators for twenty-four 
hours. Most mothers, however, buy 
a five or ten-cent cake every morning 
and by following tho suggestion of 
Dr. Alfred F. Hess can make at homo 
at small cost an excellent milk re- 
frigerator that requires only a very 
little ico: 

"Obtain a box from the grocer; any 
wooden box a foot in depth wlll s an- 
swer the purpose. Buy a tin pall 
with a cover, ono deep enough to hold 
a quart bottle of milk and a slightly 
larger pail without n 'cover. Place 
one Inside the other and stand them 
In' tho center of tho box. Now pack 
sawdust or excolslor beneath and all 
about them to keep tho heat from 
getting In; complete the refrigerator) 
by nailing about fifty layero of newB- 
papor to tho under surface of the box 
cover. 

"The refrigerator Is now ready for 
use. In tho morning as soon as tho 
milk 1b received It should bo placed In 
tho pall and five cents worth of ice 
should bo erncked and placed about 
tho milk bottle. The cover Bhould bo 
replaced on the cairand the lid On Ihe 
wooden box. Ever/ morning the melt 
| ed ico should bo poured off."— Survey

A very small acreage of woodland, 
If properly handled, can be made to 
yield tho necessary fuel for the house- 
hold, from year to year, and yet main- 
tain an average growth, or even in- 
crease In valuo. 

The tree growth of the woodlot 
Bhould be encouraged In every possible 
way. All dead wood should be con- 
Bclentlously removed and added to tho 
woodpile. It will Bervo well as excpl- 
lent kindling, at least, and does away 
with ,one of the chief sources of dis- 
ease among ' growing wood. It has 
been proyen that a very large per- 
centage of all tho ailments of forest 
trees arises from the decaying dead- 
wood lying about them. 

Thinning correctly is a second re- 
quisite to making tho woodlot most 
profitable; Where the Btandlng growth 
1b too ctosoj all are compelled to suf- 
fer for the lack of air and light 
Hence some can well bo removed, to 
the benefit of tho remainder. 

Whore an area of any dimensions 
has been laid bare, it ^should bo re- 
seeded immediately, if tho second 
growth does not start satis factorily. 
It Ib as poor economy to allow parts 



sufficiently wnrm they should he out 
of "doors' as much as possible, es- 
pecially when the-sun shlnos. Plenty 
of sunshine Is the greatest disinfectant 
and invlgorator known. 
- Sonm years ago I had a couple of 
Utters come early in the winter. The 
weather was very cold and for want 
of a bettor place to keep them than 
tho one in which thoy were farrowed, 
I penned up a little corner of tho cow 
stable In which were kept nt night 
30 head of cattle. The building was 
35 by 60 feet, and when closed at 
night with tho cattle in it was quite 
comfortable. This proved to bo al- 
most/ an Ideal place for tho pigs. 

They were given fresh bedding 
every night and a, fresh supply of bed- 
ding put in every day. Those pigs 
grow exceedingly fast. 

Under ordinary farm conditions It la 
a . doubtful proposition to attempt to 
raise many winter pigs with good re- 
sults, but under special conditions a 
few litters may bo made profitable. 
The greatest obstacle Is to provide 
enough warm space for tho pigs to run 
about freely, without brooming chilled 
for lack of sufficient sunshine. 

Scours and thumps often cauBe very 
serious losses among young pigs. The 
former Is caused usually by over-feed- 
ing, by providing badly spoiled feed, 
by an abrupt • change of ration or by 
a change in feed that affects the milk 
of tho dam. Tho Iattor la generally 
brought about by over-feeding and 
lack of exercise. 

An Illustration Is shown herewith of 
a Poland-China sow, with her litter of 
pigs. This breed put on fat rapidly, 
aro docile and easily handled. 

of the woodlot to Ho Idle, as any other 
portion of the farm. 

Tho increase of the more valuable 
trocs should bo encouraged, such as 
tho oak, pine, hickory and ash. Some 
trees aro of no value, savo as stove 
wood, and aro poor, even at that. 
Yet, strange enough, at tho start they 
aro the most vigorous, and always suc- 
ceed at making the most rapid growth 
at tho start; thus holding their own at 
tho expense of their competitors. 
There are weeds among trees, as well 
as among plants. 

Forest tracts nro indispensable to 
tho welfare and best Interests of tho 
community. Wo cannot well do with- 
out them, because of their salubrious 
influence upon tho climate, their con- 
servation of tho supply of moisture, 
and their value' for purifying tho at* 
mosphere, to say nothing of their com- 
mercial value. 

Wo muat look to tho farmer for 
the presence of tho necessary amount 
of forest trees. Ui>on them will fall 
tho burden of bearing this responsi- 
bility. 

But that they will profit largely 
therefrom is well illustrated by the 
fact that- the artificial timber tracts 
which already oxist in what wbb for- 
merly the groat, bare, wind-swept: 
western plains, aro already of incnl-f 
culablo value. 

Systematic planting and cultivation 
of forest trees is a branch of agricul- 
ture yet In its Infancy, but one which, 
will prove exceedingly important be-; 
fore the history of this country shall 
have been written,.

Many dietitians now agree that wa- 
ter should not he taken with meals, 
and that many cases of Indigestion 
may be traced directly to the fact that 
this theory is unheeded. To derive 
benefit a glassful should be taken at 
a time, sipping it slowly nhd not gulp- 
ing In large quantities. Ten minutes 
for each glaBB is none too long. The 
temperature may be cool, hut not suffi- 
ciently so to chill the stomach. 

The first drink Is not to be taken 
sooner than half an hour after a meal, 
and water is not to be put Into the 
stomach later than half an hour before 
a meal..

They are quite 
untamed and uncared for, have rough 
shaggy coais, and are generally about 
twice. the size of a Shetland pony, now 
and again one reaching the size of a 
small horse. 

Each year the herd-owners drive 
them Into pens, where the foals are 
branded with his owner's mark,' and 
those required are caught and sold .to 
the dealers. It Is said that theso 
boasts have to be starved Into eating 
grain and hay or. grass, their whole 
subsistence up to this time having 
been the rank Bait grass of the 
marshes, and fish. The latter they 
catch for themselves at low tide, us- 
ing their hoofs to dig deep holes in 
the sand below high-water mark; and 
they greedily devour tho fish so left 
'stranded, often lighting over an es- 
pecially tempting one. 

In captivity they- are said to dis- 
play intelligence, though Bcldom a re- 
liable temper. They are tamed by 
darkness and seml-^tarvatlon, and 
make excellent draught animalB, show- 
ing strength far beyond their size. 
They eat voraciously, consuming 8s 
nuch as full-sized horses. 

The foals bred from "banker po- 
:lca" In captivity make valuable anl- 
mals. They are strong, healthy and
